San Fbanoisco, Oot. 31.— Distrlot At 
tjorney BarneB yosterday appeared as tho 
oontral figure In the trial of Theodore Dur- 
rant. Whilo tho spectators in tho crowdod 
oourb room cranod their neoka to citch 
ovor$ word of tho apGaker, he- delivered 
what is considered In many roapocta one of 
tho strongest arguments over mado to a 
California jury. Aside from being Iogioal 
and oonvinoing in hia discussion of tho testi- 
mony, ho mado two or throe dramatio by- 
plays that put to a severe tost the Iron 
norvoB of tho prisonor. Of theao scenes the 
moat impressive took place in tho early 
part of hia argument, when ho spoke of 
how oouneol fcr the defence had invoked 
tho spirit of Blanche Lamont, and voiced 
her thought by enying : " Lit him go free; 
ho harmed mo not." While looking in- 
tently at the framo bearing I*iss Lamont's 
drosB, which stood near the jury box, and 
tolling how through tho long days of the 
trial ho had seen the young Bohoolg'rl 
olothod In all her Innooonoo and purity, Mr. 
Birnea reaohed tho climax of the scene." 

Turning upon Dnrrant, who waa seated 
only three feet away, tho dlstrioc attorney 
with clenched fists and in a voice of thunder 
exclaimed: "I see her now. There she 
stands behind him at this very moment, not 
praying for vengeance for her deep and 
romediloBs wrongB, not for the law's retri- 
bution upon nor murderer, but with uplifted 
hand and streaming oyea praying that God 
will nob put It into your hearts, by a mookery 
of a verdiot of nob guily, to set free this 
monster to prey upon other souls, pollute 
with vile hands tho unsullied snow of other 
children and defy anew that God of juetico 
whoso ministerB you are." 

Ho oontlnuod : " The Individual who per- 
petrated thiB hideous murder with which the 
defendant stands uhargod, and which has 
harrowed tho Boul and frozon tho blood of 
thiB community, lo no ordinary oriminal, 
and his orimo is without a parallel. It was 
nob committed under a blind and furious 
impulse to avongo some ro»l or f&nolod wrong 
to hia person, hia property or hia oharaoter, 
nor from motives of gain, nor in the commis- 
sion of robbery, not yet undor the hot spur 
of jealouBy, thab hell of tho injured lover, 
but it was in every sense a cold-blooded, 
vicious murder. It was without the slight- 
est provocation or apparent excuse or pallia- 
tion. Tho assassin chose for his viotim an 
innocent and helpless maiden, in years al- 
most a child, almost a strangor in our city, 
a simple school girl, temporarily residing 
relativo and engagod in tho struggle 



passion nor emotion, neither sympathy nor 
regret, for the unfortanato child he had 
brought to a promaturo gavo." 

Dnrrant was the least affected person in 
the court room during tho entiro proceed- 
ings. While Mra. Noble tho dead girl's 
aunbj wepb silently, and everybody else was 
thrilled with the impreBaivenosB of the 
Boone, Durranb Bab stolid and Indifferent. 
Ah the district attorney's last words were 
nbtered the prisoner whispered something 
in the ear of hia mother, who Bab near him, 
and smiled as if pleaBed at the wit of hia own 
l'jmark,

to obtain an education as a toachor in tho 
Normal school. She was undeveloped in 
mind, puro in life and in thought, unsus- 
pecting in nature, and presenting in body 
none of tho qualities which aro supposed to 
arouse the evil paBsions of a soducor and 
libertine. 

" For tho scene of hia dreadful assault the 
murderer aolooted an evangelical church, 
dedicated to the worship of God, a templo 
where the doctrines and lifo of Jesus Chriat 
were taught and illustrated in Sabbath 
assembly, in mid-week prayer mooting and 
in Boclal gatherings. Ho took the life of his 
viotim, nob with the savage mercy of tho 
qulok pistol, or tho silent knife, bub he tor- 
tured her with the lingering process of 
strangling, driving hia cruel fingers deep 
into tho tondor fleBh of her dolioato -throat, 
and ao fiercoly did he do hia devil's work 
that tho atigma of his crimo remained until 
tho diaoovory of her corpBe, clearly 
diacernablo bb tho cauBO of death, nob only 
by tho expert modloal examlnor, but by bho 
moBb unlearnod observer. What obher, If 
any, wrong waa done her beforo her soul 
oocaped and wont to hoavon we do nob 
know. Tho advancement of natural decom- 
position b lllod Investigation and made 
knowledge impoa8ible, bus wo know that 
either living, or dying, or dead, she was 
taken up tho st(op stairs of the Btooplo of 
the belfry of tho church, whoro ho Bupport- 
od tho poor body with blocks of wood, and 
loft it there to rot in nakedness and wither 
in tho cool wostorn wind that awoptt through 
the lofty eplro. He bid tho remains where 
he believed thoy would remain undiscovered 
and roceivo no promise of Christian burial. 
There ho loft her. She was dead, and he 
believod himself safe from detection and ex- 
posure. 

" Tho heaven pointing spire of the Rq> 
deomor's church wua his only confidant and 
accomplice. No human oyo had witnessed 
his asaault upon tho body of Blanche La- 
monb. No oar had hoard her first shriek of 
borror and amazement ae tho monster fell 
upon her, or tho laat stifled groan of dying 
agony thab precodod the awful alienee of hor 
final rost. None save tho God, whom ho 
feared nob, had aeon him ob ho extended tho 
naked ond slondor form upon the belfry 
floor, laid the thin arma across the undovo- 
lopod bosom, proppod the hoad and straight- 
oned tho moagro body In tho duat. Not a 
human being bohold hia rotroab from the 
awful presence of doath which waB hiawork, 
and the secret was safely looked in his 
own breast. There lay the speechless 
and untestifying corpse, and what was 
ib now to givo him fear. Ib had been nothing 
but a girl after all, and concerning hor being 
there would be tho samo old story, to which 
ho could help to give ourronoy ; tho same 
old story of a vanished girl, a distracted 
family, and ineffective und perfunctory 
eoaroh among the houses of ill-repute ; a re- 
luctant conclusion thab this llbblo ono, like 
o hers of Eve's daughters, had gone t; hor 
moral destruction ; a pioturo turned to the 
wall ; a name never, spoken ; and oblivion, 
personal and social, for poor lost Blanche 
Lamont — and ho was right for the moment. 
The wrath of God, whoso law ho had vio- 
lated and whoso templo he had dosoeratod, 
seemed to slumber. The murderer wenb hlB 
guilby way wibh hia undivulgod crime, un- 
scathed, unwhlppodof justice, while hia vic- 
tim lay in the spiro that points its taporing 
finger to tho sky, as if reproaching its Rulor 
for his unmovlng indignation. 

"Gentlemen," continued Mr. Barnep, 
" suoh a man is of auoh rare quality that, if 
confronted at last wlbh the proofs of his 
crime, whoso rocltal has shocked all civiliza- 
tion, he oould and he would, as he has done, 
snooringly srailo in tho awful presence of 
the rolios of his victim, torn by his hands 
from her stiffening body, and exhibit neither 



CATHOLIC OR GREEK? 

Intense Political Interest Taken In the Bap- 
tism of tho Infant Prince of 
Sulgarlai 

Sofia, Oot. 31. — Id tho spoech from tho 
throno at tho opening of tho Bulgarian Sob- 
raDje, Prince Ferdinand did not refer to the 
biptism of his son Boris, in tho orthodox 
Greek faith, Prince Boris, who is not yet 
two years old, waa oxpoctod to bo baptized 
a Catholic ; but ib has been roportod that 
his father, in ordor to win the support of 
Etuesia, proposed to 'have him baptized in 
bho Greek faith. Tho oeremony waa to have 
taken place lasb Monday, although rumor 
had it that Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria waB much offended at the proposi- 
tion. Whether tho protestations of the lat- 
tor, coupled with thoBo of the Vatlaan, have 
boon influential in inducing Prince Ferdin- 
and nob bo oarry oub the pro- 
id oeremony, or whethor it has 
actually taken place, ia nob known. Tho 
report excited considerable interest in 
Europe as tending bo confirm the general 
impression thab Prince Ferdinand had sold 
himaolf to Russia. Ib has boen understood 
thab the Czar'a first oondition of his imperial 
favor to Bulgaria was this ohango of the 
young prinao'a religion. Should tho bap- 
tism have taken place ib Ib doubtful whether 
tho prince will be allowed to retain his Bul- 
garian namo aa tho Holy Synod at Sb. 
Petersburg is said to have selected a half 
dozen names all warranted striotly orthodox. 
Had tho announcement of the ceremony 
boen made by Prince Ferdinand, ib would 
have marked another success for Russian 
diplomacy, to bo followed shortly by a revi- 
al of Russian predominance in the Balkans. 
Prince Ferdinand's coups are, however, 
gonorally effected in as secret a manner aa 
possible.

In addition 11,000 
pounds of live lobsters wore exported to 
Boston alone.

Upon the eleventh floor of tho Western 
Union building the shook was quite nobioe-' 
able, so much bo bhab somo men were thrown 
against tho desks with a good deal of foroe. 
Nows reaches hore from difierent parts of 
Ohio, Illlnoia, Louisiana, Tenncaaeo, Eton- 
buoky and Miohigan bhab shocks were uiso 
experienced bhero. Ab Cairo, Illlnoia, a 
numbor of chimneya wore thrown down and 
generally the experience oau«ad great con- 
s tarnation. 

St. Louis, Mo., Ocb. 31.— Ab 5:12 a.m.

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MUBDERER HOLMES. 

Agonizing 1 Ordeal Through Which 
Poor Mrs. Pitzel Was Forced 
to Pass. 

Prisoner Breaks Down Before the 
Woman He Married Under 
False Pretences. 



Philadelphia, Oct. 31. — In oontlnuing 
the examination of Mrs. Pitzel yeBtorday 
the prosecuting couhboI naked : 

" Have you seen your husband ainco he 
lefb St, Louis for Philadelphia?" A. — " I 
have never seen him since Jnly 29;h, 1894 
nor heard from him Binoe August 20th, 
when I gob the last letter in hia own hand 
writing," aho anawored tearfully. "That 
waB from Philadelphia." 

" Have you seen or hoard from Alice, 
Nollio or Howard BinoB this man got pos- 
session of them ? " — " I have not heard from 
them." 

" H^ve you soon them since?" Sobbing 
bitterly, the woman answered. "I saw 
Alioe and Nellie lying aide by side in 
morgue at Toronto, I never saw Howard, 
oxcopb what bolonaod to him, In Indianap- 
olis, in the coroner's otlico." 

This ended tho examination in chief' In 
answer to questions from Mr. Rotan, tho 
witness said she was married to Pi' zal in 
Gilva, 111, in 1878. Sho did not know when 
he and Holmes had first met. Sho thought 
it was in 1889 Sho first mot Holmes In the 
restaurant at 63rd and Wallace streets, Chi- 
cago, tho " Castle,' 1 when she was with her 
husband thoro in 1S9.'5. She did not aeo 
muoh of Holmes until the insuranco matter 
came up. A long lino of questions wub put 
to Mra. Pit zal, m-soy of which were rulod 
out on the ground of Irrelevance. 

At 5:30 a recess was taken, and up to that 
time her testimony had not been shaken. 

Court reassembled at 7 o'clock, and during 
the few moments which elapsed before the 
business of the case wan roaumod Holmeaaat 
in the dock rending "Stephens' Digeat of 
the Law of Evidence." At 7: 15 o'olook Mra. 
Pitzel'a trying ordeil was resumed. After 
she had taken a liberal dose of medicine 
from the nuree who accompanied her and 
her daughter Deaaa, the cross-examination 
waB continued until S:25, but developed 
nothing to controvert her evidence lu ohief. 

Diatriot Attorney Graham then showed 
her the orayon portrait of Pitzel, and ahe 
said : " Yes, that Ib a Rood picture of my 
husband ua he left home." 

This concluded Mra. Pitzel'a testimony, 
and at 8:30 she gave way for her daughter 
Jeannette, " Dessa." Her evidence was 
largely corroborativo of that given by her 
mother concerning the doparture of the ob.il- 
dron and tho subsequent travels of Djaaa 
and her mother under Holmes' guidance to 
the variouB cities named. 

Mrs. Pitzol was recalled and the district 
attorney questioned her further regarding 
the stay in Burlington. During tho second 
week there Holmea took a lightod lamp and 
went Into tho cellar. She thought aho had 
better follow him and did so, but he urged 
her to return to the upper floor, touriug that 
ahe would catch cold. The windows in the 
oellar were out, and Holmes aaked her for a 
hammer and nnile, saying he would put 
them in. 

Mr. Rotau objected to this line of evi- 
dence on the ground of irrelevance. Mr. 
Graham explained that he proposed to show 
that Holmes had dug a hole in the cellar and 
covered ib up, as he had done in every case 
where he bad rented a house. Judge Arnold 
sustained bho objection. 

This morning, after the privileged persons 
had been permitted to ontor the court room, 
and tho doors guarded against further in- 
truders, there appeared to be almost as 
many women aa men present. Most of them 
had seata in tho space usually reserved for 
witnesses, and a number sab within tho 
court clerk's enclosure. Holmes, calm and 
nnmoved, waB placed in the dock. He ap- 
peared brighbor and more choerful, and 
aiter his counsel resumed their Beats, chat- 
ted and kughed with two court efficera 
etationed near tho cago In which ho sat. 

Tne first witness was Sidney L. Samuels, 
a member of the bar at Fort Worth, Texafl, 
a young man with most perfect self-posses- 
sion. Ho spoke quickly and sharply, and 
invariably referred to Holmes as " tho in- 
dividual." Holmes smiled broadly when- 
ever tho term waa used. Attorney Graham 
producod tho note Identified by Mrs. Pitzel 
yesterday as the one Holmes pretended to 
pay to tho St. Louis bjnk, for which pur- 
pose he took $500 from her. Mr. Samuels 
said the body of the noto waa in his hand- 
writing. 

Inspector Gary, of the insuranco company 
being called, Mr. Graham said he proposed 
to prove by him that Holmea waa a much 
married man ; that Misa Yorko waa not hia 
lawfnl wife, aa ho assorts, and is therefore 
competont to testify againBt him, Mr. Gary 
Bald ho had Been at tho prisoner's houBe in 
Willamette, 111,, a woman representing hor- 
Bolf as Mrs. H. H. Holmea. He identified a 
photograph of her. LaBb December witnoss 
saw Holmes in Moyamonsing prioon, thia 
city, when he told him of his visit to Wil- 
lamette. HoImeB then uaid he wanted to 
write a letter to his wife, and did so, asking 
witness to mail it. Subsequently witnom 
had spoken to Mian Yorko, known aa Mrs. 
Howard. Sho waa not tho woman he had 
seen in Willametto. 

Tho dofonco ontorod a formal objection to 
all this evidence of Mr. Gary concerning 
Misb Yorko, but wero overruled. The let- 
ter was read to the jury. Two othar letters 
wore offered, writton by Holmes, ono of 
them to H. M. G'aas, tho Chicago agont of 
the insuranoe company, giving him the de- 
scription of Pifsal, for tho purpoEo of iden- 
tifiuiclon. 

At thia point a side door In the room 
ODenod and MieB Yorke, or Mrs. Howard, 
was ushered in. Sho was at onoo callod to 
tho Btand and gave her testimony in a whia- 
per. For tho first time Holmea' broke 
dowPi He gazed atoadily at her for a few 
socondo, whilo hiB henda twitched nervous- 
ly, and his lipa parted and closed, but she 
carefully avoided mooting his eyeB. Ho sud- 
denly bent forward over the little desk in 
hiB dook, and toara began trickling down 
hia oheoka. Ho drew a handkerohiof out 
for a moment or two and sobbed. Then 
quiokly recovering himself, he dried his 
eyea, bowed hia hoad and buBlly ongagod 
himself with notes, atill occasionally giving 
a sob. 

Mlsa Yorke testified that ahe was in St. 
Louis in Juno, 1891, when Holmea was in 
tho drug busincaa. She engaged attorneys 
for him when he waa In jail. She came to 
Philadelphia the firat week In August. 
Holmes said he waa in tho copying business, 
looking aftor leaaes, deeds, otc 

Mr. Graham then put a aeries of quoatlona 
to fix Holmes' whereabouts on the day tho 
murder is supposed to havo been committed, 
Sunday, Septombor 2nd, 1894. " I was in 
my room on the evonlng of Sunday, Septom- 
tor 2nd," answered tho witnoas : " I had 
been 111 part of the time In bod. Tho 
prisoner was at homo. Some one calhd 
during the evening to see him, and he wenb 
down atalre. When he came up ho said it 
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waa a measecgor from the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and that he was to Bee some otiioial 
of that company at the meBBenger'a homo 
nex( morning to close out* contracts for 
copying. Afterwarda ho said tho caller was 
E. F. Pitzol. Thia waB tho day beforo we 
left Philadelphia." " Waa he at home tho 
next day?" "Part ef tho day. Ho went 
out at half paBt ton a.m. and came back be- 
tween throe and four in tho afternoon. He 
said he had been at Nlcetown, a suburb of 
Philadelphia." "Some time aftorwards he 
wenb to St. Louis When he returned from 
this trip ho aaid he had aold a block for §35,- 
000, §10,000 in cieh, balanoo payable somi- 
andU*Uy." 

" Of tho money ho received for tho Fort 
Worth proporty he Bald he had sent 55,000 
to his broker, Mr. Blackman, Ch'cigo. Ho 
gave mo §2,000, more or less, and also gave 
mo several presents ; a Bible, lockot, dla 
mond earringB and a little heart sot with 
pearls. Ho next loft me about October 9ch 
or 10th, and Bald ho was going tc Cincinnati. 
I went to my mother's home at Franklin, 
Ind. Afterwarda I vlaitod Toronto, Free- 
cott, Canada ; OgdonBburg, Now York, and 
Burlington, Vt., and remained throe woeks 
or more at the latter place, and then went 
to Boston. Hero we remained a week, when 
he was arreBtcd." 

" Did you, during all theaa travels boo 
anything of Mrs. Pitzel or ber children '! " 
I did not." 

She identified Pitzel'a pioturo &b that of 
the man aho bad known in Forb Worth aa 
B. T. Lyman. Holmes waa known aa B, M. 
Pratt. Thia she explained by saying that 
business arrangements aboub the property 
were complicated and it waa thought beet 
to use that name. 

Tho court consented to Holmes conduct- 
ing. the croaa-examlnation. Then, arising, he 
stood in the corner of the dook nearest to 
the witness atand and addreaBed hia ques- 
tion tremulously diroot to the woman ho 
calls hia wife. She never raiaed hor eyes, 
but gave her replies in a whisper to the crier, 
who repeated them aloud.

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MINING AT QUBSNELLE. 

The UtiuVrwond Dredge— Its Design and 
Capacity— What it is Expected to 
Accomplish. 

Qcesnelle, Ojb. 29 —(Special) -The Un- 
derwood combination dredge ia in Course of 
construotion here. Tho method of con- 
abructing size No. 1 of the Underwood gold 
dredge, ia to build a acow 100 feet long by 
24 feot wide, to bo propelled by steam. On 
the bow of the scow ia placed a bridge of the 
regular oonatruction, with the Undorwood 
combination attaohments deaigned especially 
for hydraulic dredging. The Underwood 
gold dredge is a combination of the steam 
shovel, thocentrifugal vacuum pump and the 
hydraulic lift. ThcRO are so adjusted that 
all Bhall go into effoob at tho same timo. 
The plow point at tho lower end of the 
beam agitateB the gravel, theauotion diverta 
the material thua movod Into the tubeB, 
carrying it to tho sluice boxes and tho hy- 
draulic lift forces any heavy aubatanco whloh 
may incline to tho bottom of tho stream into 
contact with the intake, which flows at a 
epeed pressure equal to four times tho spool- 
fio gravity of gold. 

Tne estimated capacity of the drodge ia 
1,500 cubio yards evory twenty-four houra, 
thua it can be Been that the return will bo 
enormous, especially as many spots are very 
rich and tho lowest avorage would bo §1 per 
oublc yard. On tho Quosuelle river a few 
years ago Chinamon obtained $100 per day 
with long shovels, Evory year a fresh de- 
posit of gold ia left, therefore the aupply is 
unlimited. This enterprise will give em- 
ployment to about 20 men, and ahould it 
prove a huccobb three more dredgea will bo 
built. The company holda ten milea of the 
Quoanell, river from tho mouth. Colonol 
Undorwood expects to work all through the 
winter unlesB tho temperature becomes vory 
low or the ico eju:odingly hoavy. 

The establishment of this entorpriao will 
bo a great help to thia place, and it ia to be 
hoped that every success will bo achieved 
by the enterprising men who havo taken it 
in hand and havo solved the problem of 
catching gold from the river beds whoae 
vast treasuro will bo no longer buried. 
Colonel Underwood and his Btuff havo taken 
up their residence at tho Hotel Cariboo. 
Tho estimated cost of tho dredgo will bo 
§30,000 to §35,000 when completed.

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BRITAIN AND ASIIANTEE. 

The Dnsky Monarch I'refers War to Accept- 
ing England's Terms— Preparations 
Being Made. 

ACCRA, Gold Coast Colony, British WeBt 
Africa, Oct. 31, — Capt. Donald Stowarb, tho 
special Britiah commissioner sent to Coom- 
assio, tho capital of Aehantoo, to present tho 
King of Ashucitee with tho ultimatum of 
Great BritaiD, has roturnod hero, bringing 
the first authentic news of the result of his 
mission. Tho ICIng of Ashanteo rejootod tho 
British ultimatum. Ho says he profora war 
to accepting tho terma of the Britiah, and 
adda that he lo fully prepared for It. The 
forma of the Britisli ultimatum wore that tho 
King ahould havo a British commissioner in 
hia country, and that ho should place 
Ashanteo under tho protection of Groat 
Britain, Ho had until to-day in which to 
reply. A strong force of Imperial and 
native troops will now bo dispatchod to 
Coomassio to bring the King to terma. Sir 
Francis Scott, Inapeotor-gonerul of the Gold 
Coast forces, la now in England and will 
leave for West Afrloa as soon aa possible to 
organize bho expeditionary foroo, whioh in 
expected to begin ita advance by tho middle 
of December. In the meantime tho troopa 
will be sent horo from LagoB and other 
places.

LORD SALISBURY'S SPEECH. 

The Canadian Liberals who havo the 
hardihood to assert that free trado haa not 
done aerlouB Injury to the agricultural in- 
terests of Great Britain would do well to 
aerioualy study the apeech delivered by 
Lord Salisbury in Waterford on Wednes- 
day. The British Premier is a man of great 
ability. He perhaps knows aa much about 
the publlo affairs of Great Britain during 
the past fifty years as any man living. Ho 
has in fact hoeu himself a oloae and a most 
intelligent observer of those affairs. He Is, 
too, a man of liboral mind and has never 
boon afraid to giva expression to hia opinions 
and to tho conclusions ab which 
ho haB arrived, no matter whether 
they might bo for the moment popular or 
the reverse. When a man of Lord Salis- 
bury's intellectual standing and his oppor- 
tunities for observation Bays " that free 
trade has almost killod agriculture in sev- 
eral counties," and whou he deploroa the 
depression of husbindry, ib would be folly 
to deny that farming in the Old Country is 
in a deplorable condition, and that free 
trade has been moat injurious to its interosts. 
The evidence of the British Premier on this 
very important point is entitled to the 
gravesb consideration, and is nob to bo made 
light of or set aside by every irresponsible 
scribbler who thinks that he ia bound to 
atand up for free trade, whothor it la sound 
or unsound, bonofioiul or injurioua to the 
Interests of thoao ongaged in agriculture. 

The telegraphic report of tho Premier's 
Watford spBeoh is necessarily greatly con- 
densed, bub there ia enough of it to give the 
reader a clear Idea of the ground taken by 
him and what hia opinion la of the in- 
fluence that froe trade haB hadon agrioulturo, 
Ib ia quite truo that Lord Salisbury does not 
prcaorlbe proteotion as a cure for the evils 
suffered by the British agriculturist, bub 
his statements all point in that direction. Ib 
ia well known thab even the British Prime 
Minister cannot do aa he likes. Bub lb muBb 
be ovidenb bo overyono capable of thinking 
thab If any considerable proportion of the 
Britlah pooplo aro of tho Premier's 
opinion with respoct to the influonce of 
free trado on agriculture tho days of 
bho supremacy of free trado in Groat Britain 
aro numberod, and that it will not bo long 
before a moasure for the protection of the 
farmor will bo Introduced into Parliament, 
■which If not carried will bo aupportod by a 
largo proportion of ita members. Tho roliof 
from taxation foreshadowed by Lord Salis- 
bury will not bo a romedy for agricultural die- 
tress. It may mitigate Buffering, but ib will 
not go far towarda removing it. What tho 
British farmor wante, and haa a right to, ia 
proteotion in tho shape of a duty on foreign 
agricultural products, and the man who will 
boldly advocate such a policy will, wo aro 
satisfied, receive groab and enthusiastic aup 
port. 

CIVIC GOVERNMENT. 

i'bu 1'uronto Star sues jhat some ohango 
in the ordinary syatem of municipal govorn 
mont ia needed. It haa found thab councils 
aro ficklo and capricious, that tho good work 
done by tho good mon of ono counoil is 
often undone by the inoapablo and corrupt 
men of a succeeding council. It wants more 
conaiatonoy and stability in the legialatlon 
and administration of oity councils, and it 
aooma ready to wcloome any change whioh 
will glvo tho citi/.ona good government and 
keep it good. This ia part of what ib aaya : 

Tho reform may bo attatnod by bho oloo- 
tion of a council composed of able, oloan 
men, but tho trouble is to koop tho improve- 
ment after It haB boon onoe aooured. A re 
form of this kind ia much moro oasily got' 
than rotainod, for ib doponds upon the con- 
stant wabohfulneas of tho pooplo. Eternal 
vigilance ia tho prioo of good government, 
and ib ia impossible bo toe; the pooplo eter- 
nally vigilant. It Ib to bi> feaiod that onco 
the pooplo have oleoted a good counoil and 
that body has put into otfeob cortain re- 
forms, the watchfulness of tho pooplo will 
ho relaiod, and without a radical ohango of 
system the same old deterioration will onoo 



again seb in. Incompetent and objection- 
able men will go about cultivating lodge and 
political influences, badgering peoplo into 
voting for them, and when eleotlon time 
conies round again and the people have re- 
laxed tho vigilance born of a desire for re- 
form, the undesirable candidate will slip 
into the council, replacing sonio good man, 
who has not constantly practised the arts of 
the canvasser. 

Without legislation freoing tho heads of 
departments from interference, incompetent 
and unscrupulous aldermen will interfere. 
So long aa tho power to meddlo exista there 
will be found men In tho legislative body to 
use that power. There never waE an ideal 
legislative body, and thera never will bo one. 
Safety, therefore, demands thab the power 
of oklermanlo interference bo abolished, aud 
to seoure permanency of reform it is neoes 
sary to have such a ohange in tho ayBtom as 
will deprive an alderman of even the sem- 
blanoo of a right to meddlo with tho admin- 
istrative work. 

The Star wants tho work of legislation and 
administration In tho management of a ally's 
affairs kept strictly separate. This, if ib 
oould be done, would bo a greab improvement 
over the proaont system. 

THE AMERICAN ELECTIONS. 

Novembor is eleobion month In tho United 
States. ThlB being an " off year " tho elec- 
tions are comparatively few and tho intorost 
taken in them Is less intense than In the 
years in which nearly all the States olocb 
their rulers. 

Tbla year governors aro elected in the 
States of Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, Mississippi, Now Jorsoy and 
Ohio. 

In New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia 
minor Stato officers and legislators are to bo 
ohosen. 

Thoro do not seom to bo any elootions in 
tho States of California, Oregon and Wa&h- 
ington. Pooco therefore rolgua on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

In Utah tho doctors voto on a Constitu- 
tion framed some months ago. To be or not 
to bo— a State— is tho question which the in- 
habitants of Utah— Mormons and Gontllos— 
have to deoido on tho uth of this month. 
The eleotlon promises to be a lively aa well 
aa an important ono. There aro many in tho 
Territory who believe that the time for ita 
being transformed into a State has nob yet 
arrived. They advise tho rejection of the 
Constitution. But they appear to bo In a 
minority, bo that the probability Ib that for 
better or for worae Utah will, in a fow daya, 
do all that it oan do to make itaolf a State. 
State officials and alao a State Legislature 
will be elected. A very important duty 
of thia Legislature will bo to eleot 
two Senatora. The Republicans hope to 
carry Utah by means of what tho Demo- 
crats consider an unholy alliance botweon 
them and the Mormons. 

In Massachusetts, besides a Governor, 
state officers and a Legislature are to be 
eloatod. Religion so callod takes a promin- 
ent part in the MasaachuBotta eleobion. The 
organization known as the A. P. A, la 
aotivoly engagod in the fight on tho Demo- 
cratic aide. It Is needless to aay that the 
contest la a bitter one. Tho Little Red 
Sohoolhouae seomB to bo the prinolpal 
emblem of the Democrats in thia campaign. 

In New York the Republicans seem to 
stand the best ohance. The majority of the 
rural diatrlota-aro Republican. Tho attempt 
to enforce tho excise law has turned 
many of tha olectors of New York city 
against the Republicans and haa given now 
life to Tammany. The excise law is a 
Democratic treasure, but ita honest and 
striab enforcement Ib duo to the exertionB of 
Republican reformers. 

A good deal of Intoreab Is taken in the 
Ohio election. General AsaS. Bushnell, Re- 
publioan, is In that state running against 
ex-Governor James E. Campbell. The famous 
ex Govornor MoKlnloy, Senator Sherman 
and a number of other well known politicians 
are taking an aotlve part in thia campaign. 
Ib scorns thab the choice of a senator is one 
of the indirect Issues. If tho Republicans 
are viotorioue, bb they will most likely be, 
ox Governor Foraker will bo elected to suc- 
ceed Mr. Brlce In the Senate. 



ation of these lynohinga In terms almoab 

equally emphatio. It states thab " there i'b 
no part of the country where bobter poople 
live bhan in the immediate vicinity of this 
fiendish act," but regretfully admits that tho 
outside world will refuse to believe thia 
abatement. It goeB on to aay: " Aota of 
that kind must of necessity lower the moral 
tone of tho cjmmunity in whioh they are 
committed. They breed a contempt for the 
law and are in the highfBO degreo demoral- 
izing. No community that desires progress 
and hopea to keep in touch with tho ad- 
vanced oivlllzatlon whioh maika tho close of 
the present century can afford to tolerate 
any auoh monatroua aota. Such deeda oom- 
port only with tho dark ageB, or with those 
barbarous poople who have not been brought 
under the itlluonoe of olvilizition." 

Ib la said bhab tho laxity of the adminis- 
tration of juatioe in criminal aa808 la the 
oauaeof tho lynohinga. Thia oan hardly be 
the oaco in Instances where the criminal 
confesses hia guilt as he did in the last 
aaBB recorded. It seems that auoh lynoh- 
inga havo their origin in a fiorco thlrab for 
vengeance which demauds inatant gratifioa. 
tion in waya too horrible for a civilized poo- 
plo to countenance, much Iobs to legaliz-. 
For tho credit of tho poople of the United 
StateB iv ia groatly to bo hoped thtit a way 
will bo found to put a atop to those outrages, 
which are a disgrace to civilization. 

LOYAL TO HIS ORDER. 

An anecdote of Huxloy, told by Mr. 
Smalley in Soribnor'B Magazine, contains a 
Iosbod from which tufb-huntera might do- 
rlvo a good deal of bonelit. " The most ac- 
complished of tho Queen's daughtera," aaya 
Mr. Smalley, " aaia to him : ' I like to talk 
to Mr. Huxley bocuuae he talka to me exact- 
ly aa ho would to any other woman.' Such 
testimony Is rare and in London would bo 
thought moro remarkable thau here, for It 
is in London moro than anywhere elae that 
conversation take a different tone in the 
prosonco of royalty, often a bono of con- 
straint. Mr. Huxley, it may be Baid, wbb 
tho Bame in all oompanios. Hia po- 
sition brought him a good deal 
in contact with royalties and with other poo- 
ple of high degroo. Bub ho said, ' I am a 
plebeian and I stand by my order.' This 
remark, whioh ia very characteriatio of him, 
was made in connection with a differont 
subject, but ib denoteB hia uttitude in aool 
ety and everywhere else." 

That that attltute was tho proper one, 
tho remark made by tho Prlrjoess Louise is 
very strong evldonoo. A self-respecting 
man, who doos nob oringo to or fawn upon 
anyone, no matter ho.v high his or hor sta- 
tion may bo, Ib generally appreciated.

When 
will the humane and law-abiding olemonb in 
American society pub a sbop to these 
abominablo outrages'.

tics, and who look upon their frequent com- 
mission as a deep national diegraco, there 
can bo no doubt. Tho Philadelphia Tol- 
egraph, commenting on one of those dread- 
ful lynohinga, said : 

Tho partioulara of thia tragedy form a 
hidooua commontary upon tho absolute fail- 
ure of Amok ban olvllization. They reveal 
in tho most alarming manner tho degrading, 
blighting, aoouraod offaota of oxamplo ; the 
legitimate and ruinous coneequenooa of con- 
tinued defiance of bho principles of law and 
order. They show tho downward plunge 
which humanity always takoB when ro- 
atraint ia thrown off and uncurbod passion, 
blind hatred, vengeful fury, aro allowed full 
Bway In any community, or In tho Ufo of an 
Individual.

HE BANKS ON CARIBOO. 

A Pioneer Who Looks For Fortunes 
From Deep Drifting and Quartz, 
Mining Generality. 



Long Suspended Operations About to 
Be Resumed— A Favorable 
Season Reported.

Mr. Charles Ramos, the Slough Creek 
mining operator, who came to Viotoria by 
last ovonlng'a steamer, having just com- 
pleted another season in Carlb)o, brings tho 
iatoatnowa from that district. Ho states 
that development haa been oarriod on this 
yoar along Pino oreok, Valley oreek, Big 
Valley oroek, Antler oreok, PotorB creek, 
Lovltt oreek and many of the smaller 
Btreams, all showing increased activity, not- 
ably In tho oase of Pino, Valley and Big 
Valley crooks, whoro gold ia found from one 
foot to ten feet from the aurface, and tho 
oporatlona pay well. Theae olaima aro 
worked, not by companies, but by individual 
miners. Thoro will be a good deal of work 
carriod on in Cariboo during tho winter, 
amongst othors by tho Laird oompany on 
Willow rivor ; the Slough Creek company, 
on Slough creek, and on Peter's oreok, 
while a rumor is current that a largo British 
Columbia Byndlcato will take hold of the 
old Harper and Cameron ola-ms on Light- 
ning oroek, and start oporatlona thoro boforo 
spring. 

Thoro haa boen considerably moro gold 
taken out during tho paet tummor than for 
many yoars past, a moro liberal supply of 
water than usual having made it possible to 
prolong tho soason, while of courao the opor- 
atlona of tho larger hydraulic oompanie8 
hove ttddod materially to the volumo. 

A good deal is heard just now about tho 
probabilities of the Black Jack company and 
the British Columbia mining company, who 
suspended oporations some years ago, start- 
ing in again thia winter. Tho owners of 
another quartz claim — tho Rind — at the 
hoad of Williams oreek gave a contract early 
in tho aummor for a hundred feot of rook 
tunnel, and they have now given an- 
other contract for uu ejuonmon of a 
couple of hundred feot, in tho be- 
lief that thero ore bright prospects 
ahead. Tho renowod Interest in quortz 
mining in Cariboo ia largely due to the ef- 
forts of Mr. C. Marsh, who after a thorough 
examination of the locality, and aovoral 
teats, succeeded in enlisting u largo amount 
of capital for quartz dovelopmont, with very 
promising reaultB. Work will it is expected 
be resumed shortly on the Island Mountain 
quartz properties, in which many Viotorlana 
aro interested, and the Btamps along Jack o' 
Clubs oreek will probably bo in operation 
before long. Many loaaeB have boen taken 
of quartz and other proapeots in the belief 
that the neooanary capital for their develop- 
ment cab hs onllatod. Mr. RimoB himself 
haa aeourod two additional loasos of ono milo 
each along Slough crock and Willow river, 
which ho expects to operate next season. 

The reaidontB of the diatriot do not take 
kindly to tho traction engine proposition of 
whioh they have hoard something, for one 
reason because they fear it would tend to 
make teaming along tho Cariboo road a very 
dangerous oporation. 

Mr. Ramos waB ono of tho piouoera of 
Cariboo, and after a long abaence resumed 
oporations thoro In 1»90. Tho experience 
of the past five years has confirmed tho im- 
pression which lod him to re enter the dis- 
trict, and he la moro than ever convinced of 
the profio to bo made in deep drifting, which 
will allow of work all the year round, while 
a six months' suspension is necessary in most 
of the work now aarried on. That hla 
opinion of tho future of Cariboo ia generally 
snared waa ahown by the quantity of freight 
of all kinds going in thia year ; and thoro la 
at the proaent time enough waiting at Aah- 
croft to keep the teamsters busy all winter,

SINGING STUDENTS. 



Foremost Principle In the Art of Singing. 
Italian Method of Inspiration. 

The most important point in connec- 
tion with tho pioduction of the voice is 
the control of tho palate, or rather pal- 
ates, thero being two — the hard palate 
or roof of the mouth and the soft palace 
and its appendage, tho uvula. Tho fa- 
mous Francesco Lamperti maintained 
that the foremost rrinciplo in the art of 
singing consisted in striving to drive 
tho note back as far as possible on the 
roof of tho mouth, thus always giving 
sweet fullness of omission. Now, fev in- 
stance, in singing n scalo while produc- 
ing the lowest notes tho uvula, rests its 
entire length on tho baso of the tongue, 
but in ascending tho scalo the palate is 
drawn speedily upward accompanied by 
tho uvula, and when it reaches tho high- 
est noto tho uvula, always the support 
of tho palate, touches tho wall of tho 
pharynx, so that at no time is tho soft 
palate without its guardian, although at 
tho maxim tones it disappears from 
view. If the palate should loso this lit- 
tle appendage, tho passage of tho air 
through tho throat would causo it to 
vibrato to and fro, making tho voico 
quivor, tremulous and unsteady. When 
tho student has conquorod tho some- 
times obstinato muscular action of the 
palate by a great deal of practicing be- 
fore a mirror and a greater practice of 
ber powers of patience, sho will find 
that this ono great victory only leads to 
another contlict — that of correct breath- 
ing. 

In this wo follow the Italian method 
of respiration, and in this portion of 
her researches the student will have to 
bring to bear upon hor work not only 
muscular puwor, but mental as well. 
Tho first step toward correct breathing 
is an erect position, throwing tho chest 
upward to lift tho bones off tho lungs, 
then slowly and gently inhaling from 
bolow, tho chest, iu tho meantime, slow- 
ly expanding, tho abdomen gradually 
distending until the lungs are filled 
with air. By this practice tho student 
will obtain comploto control of tho ro- 
spiratory organs and bo ablo to give 
forth at will sufficient breath for the 
performance of any passage. Every tone 
will bo clear, pure and steady and giv- 
en with the greatest ease and confidence. 

A splendid practice for acquiring the 
increasing and decreasing of touo, says 
tho authority of tho foregoing in The 
Jenness Miller Monthly, is to begin 
with the softest pianissimo, increasing 
gradually until the climax is reached, 
then decreasing to tho original pianissi- 
mo. This is ono of the chief features of 
tho Italian method, for in this exorcise 
ono learns to control respiration and cul- 
tivation of the ear. Those breathing ex- 
ercises, however, should not bo practiced 
for longer than ten minutes at a time 
at first,, slowly increasing as tho lungs 
gain in power. Practico moderately and 
let tho actual bo preceded by tho men- 
tal labor in order to avoid the repetitions 
which but servo to fatigue the singer. 
By silent, study is meant learning the 
scoro of the music as silently as one 
would lent n a chaptor iu history, study- 
ing the notes, tho timo and tho marks 
of expression. This practice will also 
bo of great holp in that too often ne 
lected branch, sight reading.

A WEALTHY SAN FRANCISCO WIDOW 
AND HER CHARITIES. 



Saddles For Wheolwomon— The Chaperon 
Question— Dressing the Small Boy— Ca- 
nadian Women and Suffrage — Tlw Now 
Woraaii and the Press. 

One peculiarity of women of wealth 
in this. city is that they liko to see their 
money ' distributed during their own 
lifetime. Poihaps they Iiave a horror of 
wills. 

Mrs. Bertha Welch is of this class. 
She is not in the least ostentatious about 
her charities and She dues not liko to 
have them talked about. But gratitude 
is not tongue tied, and the, Jesuit 
order, to which she has been particu- 
larly generous, sings her praises openly 
and gladly. 

So it comes that, though Mrs. Welch 
remembers tho precept about the right 
hand and the left, sho is not allowed to 
?o unsung. Sho is the widow of Andrew 
Welch, well known in San Francisco as

an importing, shipping and commission 
merchant. He made enough money to 
leave his children independently 
wealthy, and his widow has a fortune 
with which she may do as sho likes. It 
pleases her to lend it to the Lord. 

In the last four years Mrs. Welch lias 
given $100,000 to St. Ignatius' church. 
Fifty thousand of it was given in 1891 
for the interior decorations of St. Ig- 
natius', and Mrs. Welch has the daily 
pleasure of seeing the exquisite frescoes 
and illuminated windows that her 
money helped to buy. 

Mrs. Welch gave' $50,000 to Father 
Varsi on the occasion of his golden 
jubilee, that being the real date of his 
accession. This money is to purchase a 
grand pipe organ for St. Ignatius'. The 
balance of the money is to go toward a 
fund fur the perpetual support of the 
choir. 

Mrs. Welch founded tho Francisco 
Aid society. She was already an ac- 
tive rnenifcer of the Associated Chari- 
ties and of tho Catholic Lad:es' Aid 
society, but sho wished to found another 
charitable society. This plan gradually 
formulated itself into the Francisco Aid 
society, which is connected with St. Ig- 
natius' church, and of which Mrs. Welch 
is president. 

She is wrapped up in it and devotes 
to it the most of her time. Tho society 
bus rooms in the basement of the 
church, and tho furnishings are entirely 
duo to the liberality of Mrs. Welch. 
This society is not supposed to supply 
anything except clothing to the poor, 
biiC Mrs. Welch frequently supplements 
this %vith clothing and house rent from 
ber own private purse and then tries to 
koop her cow ikers from finding out 
ber rub ro.-'u charities. The Francisco 
Aid society is 10 years old, and its suc- 
cess has bef n unprecedented. 

Mrs. Welch is not an American. She 
was born in Paris, but is so fond of tho 
city of her adoption that sho raroly 
leaves it. 

She has a charming houso on Eddy 
street, where she entertains elaborately 
on occasion, though shecares very little 
for society and is decidedly unostenta- 
tious in her manners. — San Francisco 
Chronicla 

Saddles For Whoolwomen. 

What is the best saddle for women 
riders on the bicycle should bo carefully 
studied, for every woman lias to decide 
fur herself what is the most comfortable 
position and what the most comfortable 
seat. There are now saddles appearing 
constantly, but the principle to bo guid- 
ed by is that tho saddle shall bo short 
and wide, and that the angle bo experi- 
mented with until it becomes perfectly 
satisfactory. At the same time an en- 
deavor should be made to bring all tho 
pressure possible on tho pedals, so that 
tho weight of your body is distributed 
and comes partly on the seat and partly 
on the pedals. It may bo said inciden- 
tally that this is much safer from tho bi- 
cycler's point of view also, since in 
crossing car tracks and other ridges or 
hollows in tho road thoro is much less 
danger of breaking any part of the wheel 
if your weight is so distributed. 

As regards tho position itsolf, tho body 
should bo as nearly upright as possible. 
From the waist up you should lean 
neither forward nor backward, but sit 
upright, as any ono would in an ordi- 
uary chair. Tho pedals and seat ought 
then to be so arranged that your feet 
luid legs come very nearly beneath you 
in a position similar to that taken inor- 
dinary walking. If the wheel is thus 
arranged, there will bo littlo or no dan- 
ger of straining yourself in anyway, 
since you aro neither pushing out boforo 
you in an unaccustomed fashion nor aro 
you leaning forward in a position whero 
tho arms, cliost and shoulder muscles aro 
out of their natural spheres. Leaning 
forward is a bad and silly position for 
men or women to adopt. — "Tho Athlotio 
Side of Women's Bicycling." 

The Chaperon Question 1 . 

The question of tho chaperon is agi- 
tating tho new girl. And though a short 
timo ago ic seemed to be settled in tho 
uegativo the American girl, who is tho 
very newest of new girls, appears to 
havo her doubts on tho subject. For tho 
American girl, having somo years ago, 
to all appearances, out herself looso from 



tho apron strings of the duenna, has 
lately discovered that she is not entirely 
a loser by the despised bondage. 

For, after all, love is very much liko 
cycliug, aad the chaperon is very much 
like the brake. When you are on a bicy- 
cle (the modern girl will understand 
and appreciate the metaphor), it i:i 
pleasant to glide rapidly down hill. 
There is a delight in the swift passage 
and an exhilaration in the uncertainty 
of the next comer. But there comes u 
moment sometimes when you want to 
stop, when a cart stands in your way, 
or a sudden drop into an abyss, and then 
you want the brake, or, to apply our 
metaphor, the chaperon. 

And it is just for this reason that the 
modern girl, who wants to ride rapidly, 
is glad of the presence of a chaperon. 
You can ride — to continue the metaphor 
— with much greater rapidity and confi- 
dence down hill if you know that there 
is an efficient brake at your disposal, 
which can be applied at a moment's 
notice. And in tho modern game of love 
thore aro many steep places which a 
girl cannot face with conlidenco if she 
has nothing but her own strength to 
depend upon. And as tho modern girl 
has something of a hankering for steep 
places the brake, or tho chaperon, is 
more or loss of a necessity. — New Or- 
leans Times-Dome K?r.lt. 



DrossliiR the Small Hoy. 

A word must bo spoken about dress- 
ing boys. Small boys aro put in trousers 
much earlier than they used to be. Very 
small children in trousers aro grotesque, 
but if tho mothers will so dress them 
let the little Tom Thumbs wear either 
a white or blue sailor suit, with tho 
long, flaring sailor trousers — in fact, 
tho entire "middy" costume, which 
consists of the short waisted round 
jacket and the braided dickey. Tho 
dickey can bo varied in many ways, 
with different colored piquo trimmed 
with white braid. The "middy" cap 
should be worn with such suits. 

A quaint, ugly and sensible littlo 
garment, is made for small boys in the 
shape of a pair oi overalls made of dark 
blue denim. They aro worn when play- 
ing in the sand or climbing hills. 

Boys of 5 years aro never so attractive 
as when they aro dressed in white duck, 
simply stitched. A buy should nut have 
embroidery of any kind on his clothes, 
unless it bo an embroidered anchor on a 
pocket or on the points of a collar. Boys 
from 7 to 10 years of age wear knicker- 
bockers, outing shirts, Eton jackets and 
sailor hats. 

Girls and buys no longer sleep on curl 
papers, rolls of rags and kid curlers. 
Girls wear their hair brushed off their 
brows or parted and twisted back behind 
tho ears, unless nature has blessed thorn 
with curls, then tho hair is allowed to 
wave about tho iaco and fall down tho 
back. Boys rarely wear curls these days 
after they are 1 years old. — Chicago 
Times-Herald. 

Canadian Women and Sufl'rago. 

Canadian women, with their strong 
examples from Great Britain's munici- 
pal vote before them, are very outspo- 
ken lately. Before sumo ladies of Mont- 
real, says a Toronto journal, Mrs. Emily 
Adams concluded an able speech by talk- 
ing of Wyoming and saying : "If this is 
tho result of women's influence where 
sho has made it felt, have not wo wom- 
en of Montreal a duty to perform? If 
we. by having votes, could help to pro- 
mote tho welfare of the city, tho prov- 
ince or tho Dominion, could strengthen 
tho hands of justice and of right, and 
loosen tho bonds of iniquity and misery, 
is it not our duty to demand those votes? 
Should wo nut educate ourselves and 
others to see that tho world is suffering 
for want of our help'.' In Ontario wom- 
en have secured sumo vctes and seats 
ou the school boards. 

"In Nova Scotia last year one vote 
more would havo given them the suf- 
frage. Aro we to be always in the rear? 
There is ono plea that to my mind over- 
throws all opposing arguments. It is 
that of justice. Wo are governed, wo are 
taxed without representation. We aro 
nut idiots, nor convicts, nor slaves, 
therefore, as British subjects, wo resent 
this injustice. In the name of the patri- 
otic citizens of Boston who joined in 
their 'tea party, ' because they were tax- 
od without representation ; in memory of 
John Hampden, who preferred to go to 
prison rather t han to pay taxes to which 
he had nut given his consent; in the 
name of justice, let us demand equal 
suffrage fur men and women. " 

Tho New Woman and tho Press, 

The new woman is a creation of the 
press. To be sun;, there aro a fow live 
specimens of her about tho world, 
though nut a hundredth part as many 
as tho old woman, or tho British 
matron, or whatever other epithet may 
be used to note tho ordinary member of 
society, but her importance to tho news- 
papers cannot be gainsaid. Thore can 
(almost) always be something found to 
say about her. Von can laugh at her, 
jeer, despise, criticise, toll stories of 
her to tho production of endless copy. 
There aro very fow subjects indeed that 
hold out so loug. After tho upper classes 
aro tired of her there aro tho others to 
fall back upon, who seo her tossed over 
and over again in tho blanket with un- 
abated delight. 

Thousands of pages and of pounds, so 
ready is tho public in a bad cause to 
part with its money, must havo been 
mado out of her. Tho press, irr fact, for 
a long timo lias not boon ablo to do 
without her. Sho was startod'somo 30 
years ago — or is it more? — as tho girl 
of tho period, either by a literary lady 
of note or by a historian of still greater 
distinction. The present young men of 
tho ovoning papers fondly hope that they 
discovered or invented her, but it is not 
so. Probably, another U0 years bef or o 
that thoro was something liko her in 
existence; but, no — at that timo there 
was very much less copy required and 
fewer columns to fill. Year by year the 
exigencies of tho press havo grown. —

Europe. This report gives spinning, 
weaving, basket making, carving and 
laeemaking as recognized industries 
among tho country population. It states 
that tho dairy schools are at tended by 
largo numbers of girls, as is also a gar- 
dening school recently established, in 
which cookery and janirriaking arc 
taught. Finnish women teach in schools 
of all grades. .They may enter most of 
tho university courses arid are to lie 
found all over tho country occupying po- 
sitions of trust and honor, Their favor- 
ite occupations seero ti> lie t lost! iif chem- 
ists, cashiers in banks, and i:i the telo- 
graph and postal service. 

Rouge Out of Fashion, 
There is news from Prance — very im- 
portant news to those whom it may con- 
cern, and rather unexpected to all, 
though rumors have indeed been flying 
about. Rouge has gone out. There aro 
to be no mure florid complexions and 
pallor is to he the rage. Of course, as a 
corollary, gulden hair is to disappear — 
which is rather a r elief on tho whole — 
and tho taste will be for brunettes. But 
not for all brunettes. In a matter of 
such importance it. is well to know the 
worst at once. The r ich, full olivo tint 
is no beuuty henceforth. The hair must 
be coal black and the face must bo ex- 
tremely pale. .And it seems it is all duo 
to M. Heuner. That morbid but emi- 
nent artist has created a type. He has 
shown it in his Virgins and his Magda- 
lens, and Paris has at last now decided 
that beauty is only adnfirablo when it 
comes near t ho Heuner typo.

Woman In tlie Missionary Union. 
We do nut ^hnre the doubts of thoso 
win. fear that the election of women to 
the board of tin 1 Missionary union may 
work injury to the society or to the 
great cause it represents. Nor, on the 
other hand, are we quite so sanguine as 
si. me that it is going to make every- 
thing run smoothly hereafter. We hope 
for tho best, and wo expect tho best, 
from this "new departure," a departure 
not from the letter of the constitution 
as it was, fur it is nut that, but from 
timo honored, custom, which conies to 
havo tho force of law. But experience 
only can reveal tho full value of tho 
change.

" The Victoria Stock Exchange of British 
Columbia, Limited Liability' is the name 
of the latest commercial enterprise, the cor- 
tlfioato of whoso incorporation appears in 
the current number of tho British Columbia 
Gazette. This nows will no doubt be gladly 
hailed as an indication of tho improved 
fesling in businoBB eircles, and the bright 
outlook for investment in the properties in 
which a stock exchange deals. That tho 
project ia a sterling one ia Bhown by tho 
names of tho incorporators — Messrs. R. P. 
Rithet, E Crow Baker, E. G. Prior, T. h.

There are many, il- 
lustrations, whioh add to tho interest of the 
book, notably the map of tho Kootonay 
mining territories, illuBtrating tho atory of 
the trip and Bhowing the route travelled by 
the board of trade on their two weekB 1 tour 
in September. Othor pictures aro thoso of 
tho now government buildings at Victoria, 
now nearing completion ; a beautiful view 
of New Weotminater city from tho Frasor 
river ; tho Dominion public buildings and 
tho court house at Vancouver ; and the 
neweab sohool In Victoria — that in tho South 
park. The front of tho cover ie from tho 
new design recently adopted by tho board ;

| IMontreal, Oob. 31, — Tho muoh-expooted 
manifesto wfiloh Roberb S. White aaid , he 
would Issue to hla constituents of Cardwoll 
ia explanation of hia resignation of hia seat 
in parliament haa been published. Follow- 
ing la that portion of It whioh deals with his 
resignation: " Having resigned tho teab in 
the Houbo of Commons with which you 
honored mo in 18S8, and again In 189.1, It be- 
comes my duty to acquaint you with tho 
reasons that huvo moved me to take this 
step, and thus sover tho, to me, always 
pleasanb relations existing between us for 
now several yeara. You may remember 
that on the oocasion of the election of 1801 I 
gave you my pledge to withdraw my confi- 
dence from the government In tho ovont of 
the then recently enacted school legislation 
of Manitoba being mado tho subjeoD of dis- 
allowance by the Dominion government. 
My opinion at that time, as now, was that 
the legislation of tho provinces aifeating 
education should not be interfered with' by 
tho oxoroise of the veto power, but that Its 
constitutionality, if challenged [in any 
quarter, ought to be loft to tho decision cf 
iho courta. This view waa held by the lute 
Sir John Thompson, and I may eay was 
ahurod by the wholo parliamentary party, 
Bave only a wing ol tho opposition. 

" It ia not my intention to recount tho var- 
ious phases this vexed Manitoba sohool 
question has undergone since 1891. At 
every stop tho courts, and the courts alone, 
have been allowed to dotermino tho validity 
of appeals for redroaa made by tho Roman 
Catholio minority of the provinoe, until 
finally, aB a result of tho judgmont of the 
judiciary committee of the privy council, the 
governor-general-iu-council was called upon 
to aot. You aro familiar with tho atepa 
whioh have einoe been takon. To Manitobi 
has been committed tho duty of providing 
redreas for tho minority, and failing action 
on the parb of tho authorities of that pro- 
vince, tho wholo matter will become vested 
in the parliament of Canada, under tho terms 
of tho constitution. It may be that the 
Manitoba government will tako such stops 
aa will remove this vexed and difficult 
question from tho federal domain, or again 
it logialation ia introduced in parliament it 
will be of such a scope and chnraotor as to 
allay the fear and disarm the opposition of 
thoao who advocated cqiul righta in the 
matter of education, including in that 
term a common measure of taxation 
upon all classes, certification of teachers, 
uniform standard of excollonco in and offi- 
cial inspection of all state aided schools, 
whothor they be designated public or Eepar- 
ate. Despite, however, the altered circum- 
stances of the question since 1891, when I 
gave you the pledge to which I havo alluded, 
I havo boen unwilling to await tho events of 
the approaohing Boeslon of parliament with 
my hands leaa free, as I conceive, than thoao 
of your representative should bo, to deal 
with the Bubjecb in whatover form it may 
preaenb itaolf. 

" As you aro aware, my namo has been 
coupled with tho offico of collector of cus- 
toms at the port of Montreal, vacant since 
1893, and whioh still romalnB eo. Not long 
since representations were mado to the gov- 
ernment by the board of trade of this city 
setting forth the desirability, in tho interest 
of the business of tho port, of appointing a 
collector at an early day. Inasmuch aB 
an impreasion haa prevailed somewhab 
widely that the delay in tilling the 
office was due to a reluctance on the 
part of the government to submit their pol- 
ioy to the judgment of the electors of Card- 
well by selecting myaolf for tho vacanoy, I 
decided without solicitation on the part of 
tho cabinet, and without intimation of my 
purpose to any of ita mombera, to dispel 
that ImpreBBlon, so for as I could, by resign 
ing tho representation of the county of my 
own accord. As a consequence, an oppor 
tunlty will shortly bo afforded you of pro 
nounolng upon the public iasues of the day, 
while the government will be relieved of any 
embarrasBmenb my proeence in parliament 
may have caused In having a collootor for 
tho port of Montreal, aB deBired by the mer 
chants of that city."
